In response to the Patent Office Action mailed March 8, 2004, wherein the Examiner 
requires restriction between Claims 1 to 24 drawn to a method of enclosing medical 
equipment (Group I) and Claims 25 to 28 drawn to a bag-like aseptic enclosure (Group II), 
the Applicant provisionally elects the claims of Group I, namely Claims 1 to 24 with 
traverse.
